FRANK SEDGMAN, THE world’s best 
tennis play er, and his Australian D a v i s 
Cup teammate, Ken.

ANY one of us may some day 
have the chance to k eep a person 
from committing suicide. It is not 
alway s possible to foresee when 
someone Is in danger of tak ing 
his own life, but sometimes it is 
possible, and we should be pre­ 
pared to recognize the condition. 
Severely depressed, withdrawn, 
or gloomy states of mind should 
be noticed, especially in people 
close to us, lik e relatives. Many 
suicides could be prevented if 
people became conscious of states 
of depression when they occurred 
in members of the family , and 
took them immediately to their 
phy sician. 


Keen Awareness 
You may have heard of the club 
which devoted itself to recogniz­ 
ing im minent suicides and pre­ 
venting them. This ty pe of serv­ 
ice calls for a k een aw areness of 
the people around us. 
Destructive states of mind do 
not alway s result in suicide. Many 
people show hidden suicidal ten­ 
dencies by having no desire to 
fight their disease or illness. 
Sometimes men or women die 
after a foolhardy feat of daring. 
This is seldom recognized as sui­ 
cide, though it is often close to it. 
Certain people are ap t to have 
chronic recurring accidents due 
to their own carelessness This 
may also show a suicidal ten­ 
dency , if they are not mak ing 
norm al efforts to prevent acci­ 
dents to themselves. 
These are all borderline cases. 
When we come to out-and-out 
suicides, we find 22,000 reported 
each y ear in the United States, 
and over 100,000 attem pts. In one 
y ear, 19 47, there were about half 
as m any suicidal deaths as deaths 
due to accidents in autos and 
other vehicles. 
It so happened tha t several 
decades ago I was Coroner of 
Cook County . It was the coron­ 
er's duty to investigate every 
death due to casualty , violence, 
or undue means, and during that 
time there were m any deaths 
from suicides. Because of the im­ 
portance of the subject, I made 
a special study during those y ears 
as to just why people did commit 
suicide and to my surprise, I 


reporters for “The New York Times” or 
any other newspaper. His ambassador in 
Washington can talk to Dean Acheson or to 
John Foster Dulles and get the conference 
for a peace started.

This is not a matter of obduracy . If one

Our experience with Stalin, since the Te­ 
heran Conference in 19 43, is that he is dis­ 
honest, sleek , trick y , unreliable and even 
dishonorable. For such heads of states, the 
usual procedures of diplomacy were creat­ 
ed.

No Religious Spirit 
All of us a t some time or other 
have desperate problems tha t 
often mak e us doubt whether or 
not life Is worth-while. W ithout 
exception, on personal investiga­ 
tion of each of these cases, I was 
unable ever to find any one who 
had religious spirit. 
It just seems tha t only when 
one has nothing to turn to tha t 
suicide occurs. Faith and reli­ 
gion are strong enough to carry 
one through. In other words, in 
crises, no one can carry the load 
all by himself. 
Some phy sicians have the opin­ 
ion tha t any one committing sui­ 
cide—a t least in our society —la 
suffering from a m ental disturb­ 
ance of some sort. 
When a person becomes de­ 
pressed, he usually does not talk 
very much, but may mope or even 
constantly cry . These people tend 
to blame themselves for every ­ 
thing and see no justification in 
living. 
(U sually a person suffering from 
depression can be helped by his 
phy sician or a psy chiatrist. Elec­ 
tric shock treatm ents have fre­ 
quently pulled a depressed per­ 
son out of his difficulties. 
Normally , many persons con­ 
sider the possibility of suicide a t 
some time. At times, people be­ 
come hy sterical and commit sui­ 
cide, while others commit suicide 
to punish themselves, their fam ­ 
ilies, or, believe it or not, even 
their phy sicians. 
The greater p art of the suicides 
in this country occur when people 
become severely depressed and 
see no hope for the future. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
C. B.: I had a coronary heart 
attack two y ears ago. Since tha t 
time, when the w eather becomes 
cold, I get a sharp pain in my 
chest. W hat would y ou advise? 
Answer: It is not advisable for 
the person who has had a coro­ 
nary attack to walk against a 
strong wind, nor to walk exces­ 
sively in extremely cold weather. 
Doing tliis m ight decrease the 
am ount of oxy gen going to the 
heart, causing another attack . 
You should, of course, rem ain 
under y our phy sician’s care.

Mass., who indicates that he is a 
tea* her of history , “ that Church- 
-ill’s most important and profound 
statem ent was his emphasis on 
Western Europe rather than the 
F ar East, especially China, as 
the m ajor front in the cold war 
with Russia. What is the Eisen­ 
hower viewpoint on 
that ques­ 
tion?” 
Answer: While I cannot speak 
for the Eisenhower-Dulles view­ 
point, it is my opinion that they 
generally agree with Churchill, 
but feel more concern over fu­ 
ture long-range developments in 
the Orient than he does. 
I base that observation on the 
fact that both men have shown 
far more interest in this area 
than Truman or Acheson, or than 
Churchill and Anthony Eden. It is 
also the impression I gain from 
talk s at State and the Pentagon. 


There are two historical consid­ 
erations to be k ept in mind. West­ 
ern Europe is a heavily product­ 
ive, industrialized area, and it 
is occupied by industrious, high­ 
ly cultured and enterprising peo­ 
ple, 
If Stalin could conquer it and 
combine its resources with those 
he now possesses, It would be a 
mortal blow to the democracies. 
England might fall, and we would 
be left to fight on alone.

RIO GRANDE, O. UB-A modest 
young man who once feared he 
would never be strong enough to 
play basketball today held the na­ 
tion’? individual collegiate scoring 
record with the amazing mark of 
116 points in a single game. 
He is Clarence (Bevo) Francis, 
6-foot, 9-inch freshman center for 
tiny Ric Grande College. Francis 
ama ssed 116 points last night on 
47 field goals and 22 free throw’s 
as 
Rio Grande toppled 
Ashland 
(Ky.) College here 150-85. 
When the final whistle blew his 
tea mma tes 
hoisted 
the 
gangling 
Francis 
to their shoulders and, 
surrounded by fans, carried him 
from the floor. 
‘ I certainly appreciate all this, 
but tne other fellows deserve the 
credit,” he said bashfully. “ If they 
didn’t help so much, I don’t know 
W'here I’d be.” 
Newt Oliver, Rio Grande coach, 
said “ I told the boys before the 
g a me to feed Bevo if he was hav­ 
ing a 
good night. 
I 
guess you 
would call it a good night, wouldn’t 
you7” 
Bevo’s 
best previous perform­ 
ance wa s the 76 points he tallied 
against Lees College. He went over 
the 70 mark in another game get­ 
ting 72 points against California 
(Pa .) Teachers. Altogether he has 
made 903 points in the 18 ga mes 
Rio Grande has played this season. 
The 150 points g a ve Rio Grande 
the 
national 
record 
for 
team 
scoring, eclipsing the total estab­ 
lished 
by Beloit College 
a few 
years ago. 
Bevo’s performance erased the 
previous individual small college 
high of 87 set in 1941 by J ack 
Duncan of the sa me Rio Grande 
College. Paul Arizin holds the ma ­ 
jor college record of 85 points, 
scored with Villanova in 1949. 
Believe-it-or-not Bevo, who won’t 
graduate from high school for two 
days, spurned offers from 60-odd 
schools to enroll at Rio Grande, 
which can count only 94 full-time 
students. 
Now, after 18 straight wins and 
903 points which makes him the 
country’s leading scorer, Francis 
says he’s “ more sure than ever 
before that I did the right thing 1 
in coming to Rio Grande.” 
The 20 - year - old phenomenon, 
married and father of a 5-month- 
old son, lacked a couple of high 
school credits when he came to 
Rio Grande last fall. So he’s been 
“ catching up” on his high school 
work 
while 
maintaining 
a 
“ C” 
average in the required number 
of college courses. 
Bevo’s only year of high school 
basketball was played at Wells­ 
ville, O., under Newt Oliver, who 
also 
gained 
nation-wide 
promi­ 
nence in basketball at Rio Grande. 
Francis suffered from anemia for 
two yea rs and an eligibility ruling 
kept him out another high school 
season. 
When Oliver accepted the coach­ 
ing job at the little Southern Ohio 
school, 
Bevo told his coach 
he 
wanted to go along. Oliver tried 
to discourage the lad who had 
scored 776 points as a high school 
senior and had been named to the 
All-Ohio squad. 
Oliver said he told Bevo, “ You’ll 
be better off at a big school, and 
you’re sure to make All-America.” 
Bevo learned his basketball by 
practicing most of his weekends 
for three years in an old ba m 
near his home. Bevo said he and 
several other youngsters worked 
at odd jobs to help pay the elec­ 
tric bill for lights in the barn. 
“ We’d go up to the barn every 
Friday night and wouldn’t come 
out 
again 
until 
Sunday 
n ig h t- 
playing 
basketball 
most all the 
time,” Bevo said. “ We’d even buy 
food and take it up there, and we 
slept in the hay.” 
B^vo says his tea mma tes de­ 
serve the credit for his success. 
“ If they didn’t give me all the 
breaks they do, I don’t know where 
I’d De,” he said after last night’s 
record-breaking performance. 
“ I don’t care much about the

tea m ,” he added. 
With this year's schedule only 
half completed and three years of 
eligibility remaining, it appeared 
a good bet that the big boy is not 
through revising the record books.

A beef dinner was serv ed at no o n 
at Scio to 
Valley Grang e. The after­ 
no o n was dev o ted to a discussio n 
o f 
barns and equipment and beef cat­ 
tle feeds and feeding . 
The first to ur sto p was the 
Ben­ 
nett farm, so uth o f Williamspo rt, 
where abo ut 7 5 head o f calv es were 
I 
o n feed. These calv es were o n a ra­ 
tio n o f hig h quality leg ume hay , 
g rass silag e and Purdue supple­ 
ment A. They were being fed in o ne 
o f the newer ty pe po le barns. 
The seco nd farm v isited was that 
o f Clarence Clark, where 45 head o f 
la rg er cattle were o n a ratio n o f 
g o o d 
quality hay , co rn and co b 
meal and so y bean o il meal. The 
Clarks had built a 24-fo o t shed 
aro und a barn fo r cattle feeding ; 
they are also using a harv ester fo r 
sila g e.

LEHMANN and Kentner farms 
were v isited, where 7 00 calv es and 
o lder cattle are being fed g rass sil­ 
ag e fro m two pit silo s co ntaining 1,- 
8 00 to ns o f silag e. These cattle 
were also being fed co rn and co b 
meal, plus ex tra co bs, Purdue sup­ 
plement A, and a limited amo unt o f 
hay . 
Lehmann replaces g rass silag e 
with co rn silag e to finish his cattle 
fo r market. Two men feed the 7 00 
cattle with abo ut three ho urs wo rk 
each day fro m 
a self unlo ading 
feed truck that feeds the silag e and 
g rain in o ne o peratio n. 
The farm o f Bo b and Hewitt 
Cro mley had abo ut 65 Herefo rd cat­ 
tle o n feed with a ratio n o f co rn 
silag e, hay , co rn and co b meal and 
36 per cent supplement.

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HEAVIEST SPEN D E R 
LITTLE BOYS, SO ’TIS said, are com­ 
pounded of an awesome mixture of snails, 
puppy-dog tails and a few other things — 
probably w h ip c o r d , whalebone and a not 
too microscopic trace of Jesse Jam es, 
Machiavelli and the Marquis de Sade. 
Little girls, while generously bestowed 
with sugar, spice, etc., are little hellions in 
their own right. But apparently they don’t 
work quite as hard at it. The U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture says that a boy of, say, 
70 pounds, uses more energy doing most 
things than that cute girl of comparable 
weight.

FAMILIAR 'PATTERN 
FRANK SEDGMAN, THE world’s best 
tennis player, and his Australian D a v i s 
Cup teammate, Ken. McGregor, have—as 
long expected—turned professional. Jack 
Kramer, former United States amateur 
champion, offered them $100,000 for a tour 
of the United States in a troupe which will 
include Pancho Segura. 
Their abandonment of amateurism re­ 
peats a familiar pattern in tennis. F e w ' 
stars have been able to resist commercial 
promoters, which is why the United States 
has suffered so many humiliating defeats 
on the courts. Its best players have decid­ 
ed their talents deserve something more 
substantial than polite applause. 
Having lost its own best to cash, t h e 
United States will bear with fortitude the 
chagrin of Australia. 
The defection of 
Sedgman and McGregor puts this country 
in a better competitive position. If the op­ 
position cannot be defeated, perhaps one 
w'ay to bring the Davi80Cup home again is 
to entice it to renounce am ateurism . 
Amateurism in sports is a high ideal, but 
few topnotch am ateurs retire without giv­ 
ing the populace an opportunity to pay or 
seeing them in action.

The visit of Winston Churchill to this 
I country has. from the first, centered on the 
development of the Korean War. Churchill 
is anxious to maintain the status of a limit-1 
ed war, on the grounds that otherwise the 
United States would be forced to decrease 
aid to Europe. It is the old struggle over 
“ Europe first.” However. Churchill offers 
no plan to end the high casualty lists of i 
Americans in Korea. 
Stalin having admitted that he is involv­ 
ed in the situation in Korea, in his reply to i 
James Reston of “ The New York Times.’’ 
the degree of such involvement requires 
analysis and some action. At any rate. it 
j ended the fiction of Russian irresponsibil- 
i ity. 
In the Soviet world, ranging from t h e 
River Elbe in Europe to the Pacific Ocean, | 
there is only one master. Neither the Ko­ 
rean nor the Chinese Communists could 
have acted independently of Stalin. He sup­ 
plied the arms. the MIGS, the organization 
! and thousands of so-called advisers. My in­ 
formation is that there are about 100,000 
such Russian advisers at the present time 
in Soviet China, forming a grid throughout1 
the country to control it. 
It is characteristic of Soviet Russian 
diplomacy for Stalin to assume the role 
of a benign father of all peoples, smiling 
like a Cheshire cat, while all the time his 
I Asiatic associates are fighting in a real 
war not only against the United States but 
against the United Nations of w'hich Russia ; 
is a member with a permanent seat on the 
Security Council. 
It is possible by this technique for Stalin 
to conduct a war, managing every phase 
of it, while at the same time giving the 
impression of neutrality. Unfortunately, he 
has a precedent in President Roosevelt’s 
conduct during the first year of World War 
II, before we entered it, when he assisted 
Great Britain materially while this country 
was neutral. 
It Stalin wants peace in Korea, he can 
have it. If he has any proposals to make, he 
can make them through ordinary c h a n ­ 
nels. He does not need to write letters to 
reporters for “The New York Times” or 
any other newspaper. His ambassador in 
Washington can talk to Dean Acheson or to 
John Foster Dulles and get the conference 
for a peace started. He has had 18 months 
at Panmunjom and elsewhere for this pur­ 
pose and never did anything about peace. 
This is not a matter of obduracy. If one 
American life can be saved. I am sure that 
General Eisenhower and John F o s t e r 
Dulles would do everything in their power 
to end the killing. General Eisenhower’s 
only so nis fighting in Korea; Mr. Dulle’s 
nephew was severely wounded there Quite 
apart from any national policy, both men 
are emotionally involved in p e a c e in 
Korea. 
Our experience with Stalin, since the Te­ 
heran Conference in 1943, is that he is dis­ 
honest, sleek, tricky, unreliable and even 
dishonorable. For such heads of states, the 
usual procedures of diplomacy were creat­ 
ed. Face-to-face conferences only lead to 
misunderstandings and misquotations, par­ 
ticularly as Stalin speaks no English and 
Eisenhower no Russian.

The W arning Signs of Suicide

ANY one of un may some day 
have the chance to keep a person 
from committing suicide. It Is not 
always possible to foresee when 
someone Is In danger of taking 
his own life, but sometimes It Is 
possible, and we should be pre­ 
pared to recognize the condition. 
Severely depressed, withdrawn, 
or gloomy states of mind should 
be noticed, especially In people 
close to us, like relatives. Many 
suicides could be prevented lf 
people became conscious of states 
of depression when they occurred 
in members of the family, and 
took them Immediately to their 
physician. 


K een A w areness 
You may have heard of the club 
which devoted itself to recogniz­ 
ing Imminent suicides and pre­ 
venting them. This type of serv­ 
ice calls for a keen awareness of 
the people around us 
Destructive states of mind do 
not always result in suicide. Many 
people show hidden suicidal ten ­ 
d e n c y by having no desire to 
light their disease or Illness. 
Sometimes men or women die 
after a foolhardy feat of daring. 
This is seldom recognized as sui­ 
cide, though It Is often close to It. 
Certain people are apt to have 
chronic recurring accidents due 
to their own carelessness This 
may also show a suicidal ten­ 
dency, lf they are not making 
norm al efforts to prevent acci­ 
dents to themselves. 
These are all borderline cases. 
When we come to out-and-out 
suicides, we find 22,000 reported 
each year In the United State*, 
and over 100,000 attem pts. In one 
year, 1847, there were about half 
as many suicidal deaths as death* 
due to accident* In auto* and 
other vehicles. 
It so happened th a t several 
decades ago I was Coroner of 
Cook County. It was the coron­ 
er’s duty to investigate every 
death due to casualty, violence, 
or undue means, and during th at 
time there were many deaths 
from suicides. Because of the im­ 
portance of the subject, I made 
a special study during those year* 
as to Just why people did commit 
suicide and to my surprise, I 


(found out why many did not 
commit suicide. 
No Religious Spirit 
All of us at some time or other 
have desperate problems th a t 
often make us doubt whether or 
not life is worth-while. W ithout 
exception, on personal Investiga­ 
tion of each of these cases, I was 
unable ever to find anyone who 
had religious spirit. 
It Just seems th a t only when 
one has nothing to turn to th a t 
suicide occurs. Faith and reli­ 
gion are strong enough to carry 
one through. In other words, In 
crises, no one can carry the load 
all by himself. 
Some physicians have the opin­ 
ion th a t anyone committing sui­ 
cide—a t least in our society—la 
suffering from a m ental disturb­ 
ance of some sort. 
W'hen a person becomes de­ 
pressed, he usually doe* not talk 
very much, but may mope or even 
constantly cry. These people tend 
to blame themselves for every­ 
thing and see no Justification In 
living. 
Usually a person suffering from 
depression can be helped by his 
physician or a psychiatrist. Elec­ 
tric shock treatm ents have fre­ 
quently pulled a depressed per­ 
son out of his difficulties. 
Normally, many persons con­ 
sider the possibility of suicide at 
some time. At times, people be­ 
come hysterical and commit sui­ 
cide, while others commit suicide 
to punish themselves, their fam­ 
ilies, or, believe It or not, even 
their physicians. 
The greater p art of the suicides 
In this country occur when people 
become severely depressed and 
see no hope for the future. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
C. B.: I had a coronary heart 
attack two years ago. Since th a t 
time, when the w eather becomes 
cold, I get a sharp pain in my 
chest. W hat would you advise? 
Answer: It is not advisable for 
the person who has had a coro­ 
nary attack to walk against a 
strong wind, nor to walk exfles- 
slvely in extrem ely cold weather. 
Doing tills m ight decrease the 
am ount of oxygen going to the 
heart, causing another attack. 
You should, of course, remain 
under your physician’s care.

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73 Farmers Attend Annual Tour For Beef Cattle Feeders 


Work Studied 


By Group On 


Local Farms 


Extension Experts 
Give Opinions Of 
Lotest Methods 


Seventy-three farmer* attended 
the annual Pickaway County Beef 
Cattle Feeder and Breeder Tour 
Thursday. 
Feeding operations 
on 
four 
farms were visited in the fore­ 
noon by the group. 
A beef dinner was served at noon 
at Scioto Valley Grange. The after­ 
noon was devoted to a discussion ol 
bams and equipment and beef cat­ 
tle feeds and feeding. 
The first tour stop was the Ben­ 
nett farm, south of Williamsport, 
where about 75 head of calves were 
on feed. These calves were on a ra­ 
tion of high quality legume hay, 
grass silage and Purdue supple­ 
ment A. They were being fed in one 
of the newer type pole barns. 
The second farm visited was that 
of Clarence Clark, where 45 head of 
larger cattle were on a ration of 
good quality hay, com and cob 
meal and soybean oil meal. The 
Clarks had 
built a 24-foot shed 
around a barn for cattle feeding; ; 
they are also using a harvestor for 
silage. 
• • • 
LEHMANN and Kentner farms 
were visited, where 700 calves and I 
older cattle are being fed grass sib j 
age from two pit silos containing I,* 
800 tons of silage. These cattle 
were also being fed corn and cob 
meal, plus extra cobs. Purdue sup­ 
plement A, and a limited amount of 
hay. 
Lehmann replaces grass silage 
with corn silage to finish his cattle 
for market. Two men feed the 700 
cattle with about three hours work 
each day from 
a self unloading 
feed truck that feeds the silage and 
grain in one operation. 
The farm of Bob and Hewitt 
Cromley had about 65 Hereford cat­ 
tle on feed with a ration of corn 
silage, hay, corn and cob meal and 
36 per cent supplement. These cat­ 
tle were being fed in one of the old 
feeding bams of the county. 
The Cromleys have a self-feeding 
hay bam, where part of their cow 
herd is wintered. Grain is fed from 
a self unloading feed wagon. 
In the afternoon discussion! Joe 
Blickie, extension service engi­ 
neer of Ohio State University, 
pointed out it does not take ex­ 
pensive buildings for beef cattle 
feeding. 
They do need shelter and a dry 
place to bed down, and labor-sav­ 
ing in feeding is highly important. 
Jim Warner, extension beef cat­ 
tle specialist, gave examples of ec­ 
onomical feeding. He emphasized 
the value of simplicity in beef cat­ 
tle rations. 
Plenty of good hay, silage (grass 
or corn), corn and cob meal, a pro­ 
tein supplement, free choice loose 
salt and minerals and 
plenty 
of 
clean, fresh water are required. 
The same farms will be visited 
again on a tour March 17. to check 
rate of gain and values of the dif 
ferent methods of feeding.

Problem Is Battled 
From All Angles By 
Top Industry Brains

NEW YORK JR — How* to cut 
costs of doing business—without 
running into objections from labor 
on the one hand and without cut­ 
ting services to customers on the 
other—is fast becoming a top pro­ 
blem of industry. 
A redoubled attack on it is re­ 
ported today from several sources. 
Cost cutting is an immediate 
problem because operating costs 
have 
been 
rising so fast 
that. 
bumping against high taxes and 
price controls, they m any times 
have reduced profit margins seri­ 
ously. 
It may become an acute problem 


later, if sales drop off below a 
company's break-even point 
The American Management As­ 
sociation is devoting one entire ses­ 
sion of its Los Angeles meeting 
later this month to the problem 
It will explore the part electronic 
machines can play in cutting costs; 
how clerical and general office ex­ 
pense (one of the fastest rising 
costs in industry) can be cut: and 
how more goods can be produced 
for the same labor cost but without 
loss of jobs. 
Another phase of the attack is 
through cost accounting—that is, 
finding out just how* much it costs 
to produce each product a com 
puny makes so that the unprofit­ 
able ones can be dropped. 
“Good cost data will permit a 
bettei job of selective selling and 
lay the groundwork for increased 
sales of the most profitable items,” 
says Walter B. Seibert, controller 
of Sylvania Electric Products, in a 
report to the Controllers Institute 
of America. 
Firms scoring high in recent 
months in mastering cost control- 
according to Jackson Martindell, 
president of the American Institute 
of 
Management—include 
Procter 


& Gamble, Hotels Statler C o, Na­ 
tional Cash Register, and Du Pont. 
“Pierre S. Du Pont,” he says, 
“could be called the father of 
modem multiple product cost ac­ 
counting Under his guidance, his 
firm was the first to set up ac­ 
counts by products, covering over 
3.600 iternf." 
Newspapers are getting into the 
act, too. as they fight to keep the 
price of their papers from rising 
further. The Institute of Newspaper 
Controllers & Finance officers is 
now working on a model cost sys­ 
tem applicable to all papers.
